CITY EMPLOYEES

Edmonton city employees are in- 
tending to give the “Save the Ohild- 
ren Fund" a eubstantial booet. 

There were, on March 81, a total 
of 918 employees, permanent, on tho 
city payroll. ‘

about $1,400,000, or something like 
$20,000 weekly, and double that 
amourg fortnightly, when the em- 
ployees are paid.
